, _Araqng those able -to express an 
opinion tho ukaf-o was considered to be 
a document whoso ultimate value de- 
pended largely upon the Interpretation 
given by the various committees as to 
tho Measure of liberty which It Is pos- 
sible to grant under the various heads' 
named.

Naturally It has not met the fullest 


wishes of the. liberals, but on the 
other hand it Is regarded by the re- 
actionaries as promising entirely too 
much In tho direction of liberal re 
forms.

Thu 
document makes tome needed conces- 
sions, lint It Is a distinct disappoint- 
ment to the liberal element In tho 
empire In that its provisions are both 
vague and limited. 


It is freely predicted that the pur- 


JKISC of the manifesto, the appeasing 
of the discontented elements, will fall 
far short, and that the ultrarovolu- 
tlonary forces will seize upon tho op- 
portunity to begin a terrorist cam- 
paign, being now patlsflcd that tho 
emperor rannot by peaceable means 
bo forred to concede the really essen- 
tial things In the reform program. 


Warns the Revolutionists. 


The czar al?o Issued a proclamation 


announcing In no uncertain tone that 
It was the purpose of the government 
to forcibly uphold the principle of ilio 
autocracy and warning the revolution- 
ists In the various cities to discon- 
tinue their asliatlon. 


The zcmstvos are given, to under- 


stand that In the future 'they must 
•keep their hands off all questions of 
state anil 
must 
apply 
themselves 


strictly to their- own business. 


Tho Imporla! ukase promises a fuller 


measure of self-government to tho 
zemstvoB. a better legal status for tho 
peasants, stale Insurance for working- 
men, 
more freedom of the press and 


. the fullest protection to all citizen's 
under the law. 


Prince Mlrsky to Retire.

reforms Is looked upon as a defeat 
for Prince Svlntopnlk Mlrsky and his 
resignation Is deemed Inevitable.

BREAKS GLASS 


Explosion in Nova Scotia Factory Stuns Many 


of the Employes. 


BUILDINGS WERE BLOWN TO PIECES 


Magazine Escapas Destruction Although a Hole Several 


Feet Deep Marks Scene of 


Destruction. 


Halifax, N. S., Dec. 27.—The entire 


country was shaken 
and 
windows 


broken for twenty miles around by 
the concussion when a portion of the 
Acadla Powder company's works at 
Waverly, ten miles from this city," 
were blown up Monday. 


No one was killed or seriously in- 


jured, although about twenty of tho 
employes who had just left when tho 
explosion took place were thrown vio- 
lently to tho ground and stunned. 


The plant Is situated a mile outside 


of Waverly, yet every window In the 
town was broken and many people on 
the streets were cut by the shower ot | 
broken glass.

the works Is estimated at $25,000.

Powder Is Overheated.

ing known as the dryhouse, In which 
about a ton of powder was stored, and 
Is believed to have been due to over- 
heating.

Calls at Forbidden House. 


Adklns had frequently forbidden Lu- 


cas to visit his homo, and whon Lucan, 
his brother and Miss Williams called 
tho father followed his daughter to 
tho front door. 
Seeing lint It. was 


Lucas, ho forhado him ontoVlng, but 
Invited tho remainder of the party in. 
. This so -enraged young Ira Lucas 
Mint ho pulled his revolver "rind fired 
into tiro iloorwn-i. Tl'r.;;ul|pti>. wont 


Mid. and orio oPlhcm ^•juctratc'd tho 
body of his sweetheart. Miss Adklns. 
Sho fell In the hallway, seriously, hut 
not fatally Injured. 


Battle to Death. 


Mr. Adklns had by this lime his re- 


volver In action, and I.uclnr. the eld- 
est Lucas boy. Joined In tho shooting, 
which became a I'nttlo to tho death; 
Both 
Luclan and Ira Lucas wore 


killed outright and their friend Octa- 
vo Adklns, wan mortally wounded. 


William Adklnj. the fmhcr. was un- 


injured, but there wore several bullet 
holes In his clothlpg. Miss Williams, 
who was with the LUCAS boys, after 
her escort had been shot dead, ran 
from tho scone nnd gave tho alarm. , 


Surrenders to Officers.

r Many of the letters from readers 01 
this department express surprise ant 
delight over the success that has fol- 
lowed the efforts of the writers In tho 
treatment of disease* by hydrothprnpy. 
saying that they did not know that so 
many and simple and yet siicressfu 
plans rould be devised for the relief of 
pain with water. It was my Infill Ion 
to take up the subject of typhoid fever 
this time, but a strong appeal for tho 
relief of neuralgia Is at hand and I wil 
change the programme to suit thccmer- 
Bonry. 


I One of the characteristics of neuralgia 
Is that It appears to the tuffcrcr that the 
very bones themselves are 
affected. 


Toothache Is also of this character. The 
sensation of pain comes apparently 
Irom the tooth Itself. When the pain 
passes to the jawbones ami thence grad- 
ually all over the head. It stljl creates 
tho Impression of_bclng In the bones. 
"When It begins in 'some particular spot 
In the brow, or some other portion ol 
the head, the feeling Is tho same, and 
at times the pain becomes to great that 
the poor sufferer will cry out in agony 
or press upon the sides of the skull as 
If he feared it would split open. 


> Wo know, of course, v>that It Is not 
the bones which are affected, because 
In themselves they have no sense of 
feolintr, but It Is In tho nerves only 
that we suffer, and to their condition 
must we look for the cause of the trou- 
ble. 
In .the normal condition we are 


not conscious of being the possessors 
of such things as nerves, and It Is only 
when something Is radically wrong that 
they sound the alarm and thus apprise 
u* of the fact that they have been faith- 
fully doing duty for yc?rs without com' 
plaint; and that now. through some 
carelessness on our part, or some viola- 
tion of the laws of nature, they are In 
distress and need attention. 


Hitherto In these papers treating on 


liyilrothernpy I have said nothing of 
colds, but a great deal about fever, but 
In this case the thing which Is some- 
times considered a trivial matter, "only 
a little,cold." may be the thing which 
plays a very Important part In the 
cause of neuralgia. 


Few people understand a cold; Indeed, 


It has been well said that It would be 
more correctly tailed a heat, for It IE. 
In many cases, caused by heat relaxing 
the pores of the skin, and while In this 
condition the person Is suddenly ex- 
posed to a draft. The pores are quick- 
ly closed and refuse to open readily, 
thus shutting In the poisons, which 
•would otherwise be thrown off. This 
leads us In the direction of knowledge. 
The expansive and contractive power 
of heat and cold Is recognized as one 
of the most powerful forces In nature. 
U Is. In fact, a part of the creative power 
of the universe.

'• A wonderful depth of meaning- there 
Is In these lines. Quietly, gently and un- 
noticed, heat expands the pores of the 
skin, tho muecles relax and perspiration 
flows Insensibly from the pores. 
In 


some cases the exudation from the head 
Is especially profuse, so that the hair 
Is dripping wet and the moisture stand? 
upon the brow In great beads. A tired, 
languid feeling takes possession and a 
cool place Is sought for, or, perhaps, 
while In this condition a person care- 
lessly lies down upon the damp ground, 
or Is called to the donr and stands In 
a chilly blast for five minutes. Stand- 
ing thus for this brief period may cause 
as many weeks of agony. The skin rap- 
idly contract* and docs not readily ex- 
pand after thn. door Is closed. Suppose 
this hajipened while bidding a friend 
good night. 
You do not again come 


under tho same condition which Induced 
the perspiration, hut more likely go 


• to bed. Before, 
mornlnir 
tho 
head 


seems to be held In a vise-like grip, and, 
as the contracted muscles draw tighter 
and tighter, the poor crushed nerves 
cry out In pain, and will continue to cry 
out until the pressure is removed. 


The old method of practice was to 


make the mistake of administering H 
drug that would so paralyze the nerve 
that It no longer gave evidence of Its 
Buffering. 
This method was just as" 


wise as that of the Irlr.h policeman who 
knocked' a boy 'down for yelling: 
"Fire!" and then claimed 
to have 


stopped the flre. 


In view of these facts, what Is real- 


ly the wise thing to do? Deaden the 
nerves or removing tho pressure, and 
free them from that which causes the 
suffering? 


By all means the latter, nemember- 


Inc the condition of the hrad before the 
poor nerves made their complaint, 
would It not be wise to restore that 
condition? 


Take a large piece of llannel. as largo 


as a small single blanket, and so roll 
it that about a quart of boiling water 
can be poured Into tho bowl-like cen- 
ter of the roll. Knead the whole so 
as to get the heat and moisture diffused 
through the llannel. Now place a largo 
towel fourfold upon tho pillow or bed- 
ding under the patient's head. In such 
a manner that It can bo brought up as 
a covering over the hot blanket, after 
that has been properly placed. Now 
open the blanket, steaming hot. and lay 
the patient's head Into the center of It, 
binding it up carefully all around, ex-en 
covering tho oyes and as much of tlfc 
face as possible. Then bind all up nice- 
ly with a large towel, placing the bed 
clothing well up around tho shoulders. 
In a few moments the powerful efforts 
of the heat will relax the druwn and 


contracted muscles, the poor nerves 
will Quietly resume their normal condi- 
tion and the cause of the pain Is re- 
moved. 


In nrd«T to retain tho good effects, 


allowjbe patient to remain in this py;s 1- 


tion aoout tiiroo-quai'ters «r an nour 
so that tho heat will gradually sub- 
side. 


Gently remove the Manuel and. after 


drying the bead, give It a thorough rub 
blng with warm olive oil. rubbing It 
•well into all portions of the skin anc 
scalp that have been covered by the 
damp heat, and then again rub with dry 
warm towels until the head feels dry am: 
comfortable. Then cover It all up nice' 
ly again, this time with a dry towtl 
or skull cap. and allow a complete rest 
It Is quite likely. If this treatment is 
given with Intelligence and persever- 
ance, no further treatment of any kliu 
will be required. The cause of the pain 
Is removed, and care In cooling and dry- 
ing the head and skin will prevent Its 
return. 


This method will not cure ail kinds of 


neuralgia, as all are not from the same 
cause. I will have something to say of 
other kinds before the close of the 
scries on the treatment of disease with 
water.

When milk Is added to tea, therefore, 
the molecules of tannlc acid select their 
albumen from It. and as a divorce Is 
unknown to tannate of albumen the 
albumen of the stomach remains sin- 
gle and so the lining of the stomach Is 
uninjured. 


Now. you may Imagine that when 


you mix a salad dressing you put vine-

that way, but you arc wrong again. 
It is for a chemical reason, which la as 
follows: 


Raw vegetables are 
easily enough 


digested by cows and horses, but with 
difficulty by the human stomach, bo- 
cause they contain that hard, fibrous 
substance., cellulose. But acids dissolve 
cellulose, and vinegar Is an acid. That 
Is why we take It with salad and cab 
bage, and doubtless that Is why It tastes 
so well, for the palate Is on excellent 
judge of what Is good for the stomach. 
Oil Is added for the very pooy reason 
lhat It protects the lining of the stom- 
ach from the action of acid In vinegar. 


Why do we take butter on bread? 


Partly because wheatcn flour does not 
contain enough fat. anif partly because 
butter contains a trifling quantity of 
substance called "extractives." which 
stimulate the appetite and aid digestion. 


Why do wo take pepper, salt, mustard 


and spices? 
Because they tickle the 


glands of the stomach and make them 
•work. 
Consequently they produce an 


abundant supply of digestive Juices. 
They also stir up the liver, and a stirring 
up of this organ Is an Important thing 
for people who live sedentary lives. 


In many cases tho spices, especially 


pepper and mustard, are used In excess 
of the amount which would prove bene- 
ficial, and become a source of Irritation. 
Then dyspepsia follows with constipa- 
tion and many other Ills, for which the 
cause seems very obscure, but should 
bo quite readily apparent.

Boll 
ix quarts of grape Juice In an open 
preserving kettle, until It Is reduced to 
'our quarts. Havo the fruit washed and 
pared, and, If apples or pears, quartered 
nd cored. Put the prepared fruit In a 
ireservlng kettle and cover generously 
Fith the boiled grape Jtilro. Boll gently 
mill tbo fruit Is clear and tender, then 
put In sterilized jars.
